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1, About 3;;* 9 , COO tons of steel scrap was required to fulfill production orders 
according to a balance sheet for the fourth quarter of 1>>2 mde up by the 
Main Department for the Iron Industry (HA Eisenindustrie' ). This figure was 
based on the estimated use of 32p of steel pig for Siemens -Martin steel and 
steel mouldings. The quota for the fourth quarter was about 318,000 tons. 
There was a shortage of 41,000 tons which it will net be possible to make up.
